- It has been 
partly reconstructed, One sees the rowlocks

hostile craft. The dug-out’s bottom is of 
oak, and also the side planks, the uprights 
to which they are attached and built up 
being of yew. 

This long canoe with dug-out foundation 
was presented to the Royal Irish Academy 
by Mr. H. G. B. Clements, of Killadoon. 
Po ate, Wh Kildare, who, also, generously 
defrayed the rather heavy expenses of its 
removal to the Museum. It has since been 
restored by Mr. Reynolds and Miss Eileen 
Barnes, of the staff of the Irish Antiquities 
Division. Having received expert examina- 
tion by Dr. P. O'Connor, Keeper of the 
Natural History Division, an absolutely exact 


reconstruction. of the various planks, ribs and

other parts was carried out. The interesting 
result followed that-this boat shows the inter- 
mediate stage of the development of the 
clinker-built boat out of the dug-out cance. 


LONGEST IN EXISTENCE. 


In another part of the Museum is an enor- 
mous dug out, some 535 feet long, probably 
the longest hoat of its kind extant. The 
carrying power in proportion to size of these 
vessels was not very great. Moreover, the 
sides were so iow that they could only be 
used with much danger in rough weather. 
Men found out that both safety and increased 
carrying capacity could be attained by stitch- 
ing side planks to the original dug-out. 

‘his third stage of early boat-building is 
also represented in the Museum by a new 
find which was presented by Mrs. Alice 
Holmes, St. David's, Nenagh, Co. Tipperary. 
It was found on the shores. of 
Lough Derg, and when discovered had still 
numerous willow loopg by which side-planks 
had been attached to the dug-out bottom. 
This stage of the dug-out came before the 
Lough Rinn specimen, which was the imme- 
diate predecessor of the clinker-built boat. 
It is not possible to give the date at which 
the Lough Rinn type of dug-out canoe was 
used, as throughout the country improved 
and backward styles of the dug-out were 
simultaneously in being,

interest in a middle bronze age vase of about 

200 B.C, in the National Museum. It is 
an ancient Irish food vegsel ornamented with 
a simplicity that is of high artistic effect, 
giving evidence of a period of high culture, 

his food vessel was found at Moyveela, 
Co. Galway. It was acquired from Dr, 
Foley, of Athenry, through Mr. T, Shea, 
then of the Ordance Survey. 

Other recently acquired objects include a 
cast iron female figure of unknown date and 
destination. Jt was probably a chatm, aad 
is about a foot long. Mrs, Morgan presenid 
it. The other object is a wooden crad'e 
found in Lughsanghta, Co. Leitrim. It 
probably belongs to the Crannog, or carly 
medieval, period, 

Lord Rossmore has lent a fine Co. 
Monaghan find—a gold lanula, or crescent. 
Formerly these articles were supposed to 
have been used as diadems, but are, in fact, 
collars. 

In the cellars of the museum are to be 
seen three large pails filled with white, chalk- 
like matter. This stuff is bog butter.’ It 
was taken from a bog butter tub capable 
of holding about seven stones of butter, the 
biggest vessel of the type that has been 
found. Jt was dug out of a bog in Co. 
Meath, where very many ages go it was 
buried in order that the butter might be 
fermented and acquire a bog flavour to serve 
the palates of gourmets of the day. 


A STONE CLUB. 


Another concern of the table is a stone 
club or chopper. This specimen is one of 
the largest stone implements ever found, 
though the handle is broken off. It was 
found during recently begun drainage opera- 
tions, It suggests culinary concerns, because 
it is supposed to have been used by fishermen 
of a very remote period. Fishing by means 
of clubs was a very common practice in 
primitive societies. This club has double 
cutting edges. 

As one of the curiosities of culture, it mav 
be noted that, since the Government set 
in operation new drainage schemes and other 
such works, prehistoric treasure-hunting has 
become quite a sideline in the farming in- 
dustry. Farmers and agricultural labourers 
look out for’ evidences of their brethren of 
times past, and, when they have found them, 
hold the market for a price.’ : 

There are many other interesting objects 
newly acquired by the Museum. They have to 
be sought, Possibly some day it will be con- 
venient to display new exhibits specially for 
a stated period in a separate apartment.

The officers and horses comprising the Free 
State Army jomping, team which competed 
at the Boston, New York and Toronto Horse 
Shows have returned to Dublin. 

At the Boston Show they secured four 
second, three third, and one fourth prizes. 
At the New York Show they gained two 
first and.two fourth prizes, and at Toronto 
taey won two first, one second, three third, 
three fourth, one fifth, and two sixth prizes.

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NEW PEACE COMMISSIONER, 
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WHY WHEAT PRICES 
ARE Low,

WHEAT VARIETIES ON 
TRIAL, 
(From Que ÁGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT, ) 

The total world SS of wheat, excluding 
Russia and some countries of minor import- 
ance, according to present estimates, promises 
to be slightly in excess of 1,900 million cwt. 
This represents an increase of 168 million 
ewt., or ten per cent., compared with the 
previous season, and is about 116 million 
cwt., or - per cent, over the five years’ 
average. oreover, the Russian crop would 
appear to have been substantially larger than 
that of 1929, judging by the rate at which 
exports have been made. 

BIG EUROPEAN CROP. 

Apart from Russia, the seen as crop, as 
a x aeiá has been larger than that of 1929, 
while, in addition, reserves in Europe on 
lst August last were probably lower than 
those of a year earlier. As a result, the 
European import demand this season will he 
much heavier than in 1929-30, It is clear, 
however, that, with the large crops secured 
and anticipated in exporting countries and 
the exceptionally big carryover in North 
America, the available surplus in exporting 
countries is much in excess of this increased 
demand. 

While these conditions preclude the possi- 
bility of any substantial recovery in prices 
in the near future, the factors noted below 
may tend to influence prices in an upward 
direction as the season advances :— 

(a) The likelihood of an increased use of 
wheat, as a feeding stuff, in the United 
States, owing to the very short maize crop 
in that country. 

(b) Part of the Canadian crop may have 
suffered damage from snow while unthreshed, 
reports stating that about 25 million cwt. of 
wheat was unthreshed at 3lst October. 

(c) The Argentine crop appears to have 
suffered some injury from rust, the extent 
of which will not be known until the crop 
is threshed. 

(d) According to nnofficial reports, the 
area under winter wheat in the United States 
has been reduced by over two million acres, 
or, say, five per cent. 

AN UNCERTAIN GROP. 

Advocates of wheat growing on a large 
scale in Ireland will be interested in a 
study of these points. They will also have 
tc consider wheat from the standpoint of 
Mish: 1 know a farm in County Dublin 
where the conditions as to labour and eguip- 
ment for wheat, growing could not, be more 
favourable, The land is in good condition; 
cultivation is largely done by tractor; there 
is plenty of labour available; but the winter 
wheat has not been sown yet, because the 
land is still cold and wet. As this delay in 
sowing occurs in four out of every five years, 
winter wheat may properly be regarded as 
an unreliable grain crop in Ireland. 
What we require is a new variety of spring 
wheat which will meet the requirements of 
Trish farmers. Efforts to produce such a 
variety aro being made by Mr. M. Caffrey, 
of the Plant Breeding Division at the Albert 
College Farm, but a considerable time must 
elapse before really definite results can be 
ennounced. Meanwhile farmers will have to 
be content with the spring varieties now 
available, and the best of these are Red 
Marvel, Red Fife, and April Red.

By protection, said Mr. Lemass, the in- 
dustrial life of the Free State could be re- 
newed and the ewil of wunemploymani 
abolished. The policy of the Free State 
Government had condemned to extinetion the 
flour-milling, paper making and coach-biuld- 
ing industries, which, if developed, were 
capable of employing 5,600 people. The value 
ot agricultural production was seriously de- 
cing in consequence of the misguided policy 
of Mr, Patrick Hogan.

The 
danger with the present system was that 
some of the sewage went up to Castletown 
end into the upper reaches of the river, with 
the result that there were several feet of 
liquid sq@wage on the river banks.

Tf 
fee] that, terrible as war is, and great as 
are its repercussions, she alone was an actual 
gainer by her share in the conflict, and that 
not the least of her gains has been the 
foundation of that splendid organised body 
the American Legion.” 


THE GREAT PARADE, 


He went on to say that he attended all 
the sessions of the Convention, and took part 
in the great nee of 75,000 Legionaires in 
the streets of Boston. 

There was, he said, a deal 
of Communism in the industrial regions of 
the States. An American General, who was 
one of his life friends, and himself a staunch 
Protestant, said to him :—‘‘ In this country 
we have three great ‘safeguards against 
Bolshevism—the American Legion, the 
Catholic Church, and the Labour Party.” 
Aitempts had been made to draw the ion 
into polities, but the wisdom of their leaders 
had ‘kept them out, and he (General Hickie) 
hoped would continue, to do so. The Legion 
is sufficiently powerful to exert all ‘its in- 
fluence on the side of law and order for the 
good of the country, and he felt that before 
many years are out “they wonld see an 
American Legionaire in the White House as 
President of the United States.

He should 
not be too fat; for fat in turkeys is more 
often than not mére obesity. The feminine 
bird is not to be despised because she is 
smaller. Her flesh is the whiter and the 
daintier for it, though she, too, in age 
becomes bloated ; and blue veins with her, 
as with her mate, betoken the tougher 
qualities of aristocracy. If you purchase 
your bird by live weight, you should allow 
two pounds for piscking and cleaning. Not 
a few people have foend their careful 
reckonings set astray by forgetting that 
fact. It is wise to get the sinews drawn 
by an expert ; but if at the last. minute it 
is found that this has been forgotten, the 
jamb of the kitchen door will found a 
useful aid-to a task that is not so easy as 
it sounds. 


A Silent Interval. 


For twenty years after the death of 
Queen Mary (1559/79) music was neglected 
at both the Dublin Cathedrals, and no 
salaried organist was appointed until the 
close of the century.. One of the vicars 
choral acted as organist and Master of the 
Choristers’ of Christ Church from 1552 to 
1595—the Rev. Walter Kennedy. There is 
an interesting reference to this clerical or- 
ganist in the Corporation records in 
January, 1583, as follows :— 

“ Walter. Kennedy, clerk, vicar 
choral, was admitted to the franchise 
by special graces, with condition that 
he shall attend with his boys upon the 
Mayor, and sing on the station-days 
and other times when he shall he 
called upon during his life.’’ 

It is evident that the choristers of Christ 
Church sang at the Mayoral banquets and 
festivals, as well as attending at the Court 
of Exchequer quarterly, to sing the accus- 
tomed anthem. Mr.’ John Horan, tho 
veteran organist of Christ Church, was the 
last surviving member who took part in 
this quaint dbservance. 


Christmas Stamps. 


The other day I received a letter from a 
friend in South Africa. It was sealed at 
the back with a stamp which I would have 
taken to be of the usual advertising 
variety, if she had not mentioned in her 
letter. that it was a special Christmas 
stamp. These stamps, it seems, are sold 
by post-offices for a penny, and the pro- 
ceeds go towards the .building of a 
sanatorium for consumptive children. It 
seems a very appropriate idea for the time 
of year, and incidentally reveals the Post 
Office in a very human light.

Unappreciated Chimes.

“Rob Roy.” 


The famous. Highland freebooter was 
not the only Rob Roy. Another was born 
more than a century later. His real 
name was John MacGregor, and he was a 
well-known Scottish canoeist and traveller 
who combined with a roving disposition an 
aptitude for mechanics and literature. He 
is said to have been educated in no less 
than seven different schools. Entering 
Trinity College, Dublin, in 1839, at the 
age of fourteen, he afterwards proceeded 
to Cambridge University, where he 
graduated as thirty-fourth Wrangler in 
1847. Called to the Bar four years later, 
he did not pursue his profession, but, 
being possessed of ample means, spent 
much of his time in travelling and became 
the pioneer of British eanoeing. He 
started on the first of his solitary cruises 
in 1865. In his tiny craft he travelled 
over many of the rivers and lakes of 
Europe, and described his adventures in 
a work published in the following year, 
‘*A Thousand Miles in the Rob Roy 
Canoe,’’ which lifted the author and his 
canoe into fame. There were similar 
trips, the most perilous of which was 
undertaken in the East two years later. 
when he paddled his canoe on the Lake of 
Gennesareth and the Jordan, 


Saint Thomas s Day. 


Tradition has it that St. Thomas was 
the twin brother of a sister, Lydia, and 
his birthplace Antioch. The most. ancient 
makes him the evangelist of Parthia, 
where Edessa claimed to possess his bones, 
but a later chronicle records his journey 
to India and martyrdom there. ‘* Chris- 
tians of St. Thomas ” is a name often 
applied to members of the ancient Chris- 
tian Churches of Southern India, which 
claim the saint as their founder. Accord- 
ing to their tradition, St. Thomas went 
from Malabar to Mulapur, now a suburb 
of Madras, where the shrine of his martyr- 
dom still stands on Mount St. Thomas, 
and where a miraculous cross is shown, 
which may be as old as the seventh cen- 
tury.

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

In the Headmaster’s report, read by the 
Very Rev. Dr. Morrow, it was stated that 
the results of the examinations taken by the 
bcys of the college had, on the whole, been 
excellent. When the results of the examina- 
tions held by the Department of Education 
appeared in the Press, St. Andrew’s College 
was credited with two passes and seventeen 
failures, and yet within the last few weeks 
they were congratulated by an Inspector of 
the Department on the excellence of their 
results. The report continued :— 

‘“* Of the eleven pupils who actually sat for 
the Intermediate Examination—I may say 
that two or three of our best candidates were 
prevented by illness from competing—all 
passed in English, three obtaining honours. 
All passed in French, six obtaining honours. 
There was only one failure in Latin, one in 
science, only two candidates failed to pass 
in history and: geography and mathematics, 
and of the ten candidates who took drawing 
nine passed, with five honours. Several 
candidates passed in English, Latin, French, 
history and geography, mathematics, science 
and drawing with honours in two or more 
subjects, and yet are stigmatised as failures. 

THE CAUSE OF FAILURES. 

“Failures, of course, are largely due to 
the fact that Irish is a compulsory subject 
for this examination, and that m- of our 
best candidates do not take this subject, I 
think you will agree with me that the results 
as published in the Press are not a true 
criterion of the work done during the year. 
I have to congratulate R. Thornton, who 
passed the examimation with honours in six 
subjects and gained a scholarship value £40.”’ 

One boy passed the entrance examination 
of the Ulster Bank direct from the college. 
One of the banks has specified the leaving 
certificate course as that for its entrance ex- 
amination, and Mr. Scott, the headmaster, 
sees no reason why a boy should leave any 
secondary school to receive special teaching 
for a bank examination, As usual, a gin 
number of St. Andrew’s boys took t 
entrance examination to Trinity College with 
excellent results. While proud of results, 
which reflect great credit. on the teaching of 
the college, and place it high among Irish 
schools, the staff devoted at least an equal 
amount of time and attention to teaching 
backward boys. | i

A New Tradition. 
Sometimes a walker, occupied with 
thought or with pleasure of the land- 
scape, forgets distance until a milestone 
reminds him that he is going fast and 
far, In like fashion an incident may 


to realise the speed and extent of recent 


be taken to absolve unwitting offenders, 
and, of course, the law will be repealed. 
Not even the Churches have suggested 
that this law is sound and ought to be 
enforced. Yet, forty years ago, no British 
statesman of any party would have dared 
to defend theatrical performances on the 
Lord’s Day. Within a generation the 
public’s attitude to Sunday >bservance 
has undergone»a radical change. The day 
has ceased to be dedicated strictly to 
worship and rest ; it has become a day of 
sport and amusement, and there can be 
no return to the Puritan practice. Indeed, 
the present laxity is, in large measure, 
a reaction against the old restraints of 
Sabbatarianism. This fact is recognised, 
very wisely, in the stateraent entitled “A 
New Tradition for Sunday,” which has 
been issued by the Council of Christian 
Ministers on Social Questions. The 
signatories, who include sixteen bishops 
of the Church of England, declare that | 
the Puritan rigours are not an original 
element of primitive Christianity, Elderly 
people, who now, perhaps, stand in queues 
on Sunday evenings, can recall those 
rigours—how they were sent early to bed 
if they whistled on Sunday, and were 
force. to “sit under” famous preachers 
for a space of two dreary hours. 

The Council’s statement demands no 
miracle from human nature. It desires 
the renewal of a ‘‘ reverent sense of God,” 
and urges that, for this purpose, “we 
need not only cessation from week-day 
work, but deliberate quietness and return 
to God.' In these. times quietness is the 
last quality that we can associate 
with the day which for George Herbert 
was “ go cool, so calm, so bright.” It is 
the day for which the rest of the week is a 
material preparation, when the roads are 
most crowded with motor cars, when 
places of pleasure are fullest, when homes 
are emptiest and meals are eaten in a 
hurry. The Council’s statement says 
three things truly—that obligatory Sun- 
day work for whole classes of the 
community is increasing, that Sunday has 
ceased to be a day of real rest for many 
who are not. compelled to do work, and 
that really recreative rest cannot be found 
in rapid motion or constant excitement. 
Nature is apt to vindicate old doctrines 
that have ceased to be taught in schools, 
and soon she may force us to acknowledge 
that the founders of the Sabbath were 
good psychologists. They perceived that a 
weekly day of rest was an essential not 
only of spiritual, but of mental and 
physical, health. Nobody will deny that 
civilisation has become a bundle of nerves. 
that youth is losing its freshness, that, as 
the pursuit of pleasure becomes more 
furious, its rewards are more disappoint- 
ing—and that these phenomena coincide 
with the increasing abuse of the day of 
rest.

The Trade Disputes Act. 


The Government Bill to amend the 
Trade Disputes Act saw the light to-day 
when the text was issued at the House of 
Commons, and nothing is more certain th: 
that it will be altered drastically before ” 
becomes law, if it ever reaches such a stace 
When its terms became known in tho 
Lobby there was a concensus of Opinion in 
Opposition circles that it never w wil 
pass ; for it is most reactionary in compa; 
son with its predecessor. If it becom 
law, we Shall see a return of the id 
troubles of the so-called “ peaceful pic 
ing,” while members of trade unions will 
have to pay for the political objects of thei; 
unions, whether they like it or not. TI 
amending bill also makes it possible for 
civil servants to belong to a trade union - 
a condition which hitherto has been pa. 
sisted strenuously by both Consenyatiy« eg 
and Liberals. 


Subtle Drafting. 


Quite apart from political consideration 
there were many remarks in the Lobby 
to-day on the almost unintelligible form in 
which the Trades Disputes Act Amend. 
ment Bill had been drafted for presenta 
tion to the House of Commons. The bh: 
is regarded as one of the worst examples s 
of legislation by reference submitted {. 
Parliament for very many years. To mak. 
sense of the bill it must be read line by 
line with the text of the older measur: 
while a memorandum eras | t] 
bill, said to have been prepared by t' 
law ofhcers,of the Crown; gives little « ex- 
planation df the changes that it is proposer 
to make in the law. I am not surprise: 
that much indignation has been express 
by members of the Opposition, and it was 
remarked to me that the Government 
obviously intended to repeal the older Act 
in toto, but had prepared the new bill in 
an obscure form as a means to conceal the 
full extent of the changes propose. 
Another Conservative member said that, in 


his opinion, the Government intended to 


provoke the rejection of the measure on its 
second reading by the sweeping and re 

volutionary alterations which it suggested, 
and to go to the country on the issue: 
“ The right to strike.” — 


The Government and Agriculture. 


The Government's agricultural mark: 
ing schemes are explained in a meno- 
randum which was issued to-day, with th. 
full text of the bill resented to the House 
of Commons yesterday by Dr. Addison. A 
bill was introduced for purposes of dis 
cussion at the end of last session, and the 
present measure is on similar lines, so far 
as the main proposals are concerned. A 
new clause will enable the Minister of 
Agriculture to appoint commissioners to 
prepare schemes for the consideration of 
producers, and will give the latter power 
to decide whether such schemes shall he 
submitted for approval under the bill. 
The limit of expenditure is raised from 
£20,000 a year to £40,000, and the pro: 
ducts to which the schemes may apply are 
set out as milk, potatoes, hops, wool, 
cereals, cheese, cattle, sheep, — pigs. 
poultry, eggs and fruit.

He is now sixty-four, and is a firm 
believer in closer co-operation between the 
integral units of the British Common- 
wealth and the cultivation of mutual trust 
and confidence.

During a trip to Hawkesbury, 
on the Ottawa River, fifty miles east of the 
capital, it was found that no means of 
transport had been arranged to take the 
Governor-General and his wife from the 
station to the riverside, whence they were 
to embark on a- yacht. They accepted a 
lift from the driver of a lorry which was 
loaded with dynamite.

INDICATION AS TO

DISCUSSION .ON THE 


FRANCHISE,

An indication as to the duration. of the 
Round Table Conference.on India was 
afforded last night by the news that the 
British India delegation as a body. are 
giving a dinner to the British Government 
and other political parties, as well as 
social leaders, on Jannary 13. The 
dinner will be given, say the hosts, as a 
“small appreciation of the great kind- 
nesses they have received in England.” 
Their hope is that the function will be an 
““eve of departure ”' one. : 

The sub-committee on the. franchise 


began their task yesterday. They are to 
recommend ‘*‘ on what main principles the 
franchise should be based for men and 
women.”’ 

Sir “William Jowitt, the Attorney- 
General, presided, and there was a 
general discussion ranging over the whole 
field of the problem. The Indian Labour 
view put was that delegates did not attend 
the Conference merely to effect a change 
of masters, which would be implied by a 
limited franchise. The establishment of a 
real democracy in India meant adult 
suffrage. The property qualification was 
wrong, and illjteracy should not be a bar 
to the vote. There were many Indians 
who, although they could not read or 
write, managed their own affairs extra- 
ordinarily well. 

Other speakers suggested a transitional 
stage, giving provincial Governments 
freedom to extend the franchise after a 
lapse of five years.

WITNESSES DISAPPEAR. 


When three Cologne business men, who 
have advanced considerable. sums of 
money to Kurschildgen, were called as 
witnesses they could not be found. They 
had been seen in the witnesses’ room, 
but they evidently did not wish to reveal 
how they had been duped, and, therefore, 
disappeared. | 

A Duesseldorf lawyer named Schafer, 
who had given Kurschildgen some £150 
and lent him his wash-house in which to 
conduct his experiments, said that he was 
convinced that there was nothing fraudu- 
lent about the process. He himself and a 
French engineer had closely controlled the 
demonstrations, and gold was actually pro- 
duced. 

On the other hand, two leading chemists 
of the city maintained that Kurschildgen 
must necessarily have introduced the gold 
inte the bottle himself. ve 

Curiously enough, Kurschildgen was 
charged with committing similar frauds at 
Elberfeld in 1923, but was discharged as 
not being responsible for his actions. It 
is since then that he has enjoyed such 
success with his gold-making process. 

To-day he was sentenced to eighteen 
months’ imprisonment, the Court finding 
that he was guilty of fraud on fifteen 
counts.

A CHAL' ENGE TO THE 
STATE,

Fhe Times to-day says:—The Govern- 
ment have produced, with a flourish of 
Ministerial signatures, the bill to amend 
the Trade Disputes and Trade Unions Act 
of 1927. © That Act provided the country 
with a defence and a safeguard against a 
repetition of the events of 1926, when the 
general strike threatened the wealth, the 
health and the life of the community. 
Trade union discontent with the existence 
of that defence has never been disguised, 
but the endeavour of the. General Council 
of the unions to stimulate a public agita- 
tion against the legislation of 1927 while 
if was yet before Parliament was an 
admitted failure. Nearness to the event, 
first-hand acquaintance with conspicuous 
perils, and a sight of the precipice over 
which the success of the general strike 
would have toppled the security of the 
State, kept public opinion—even _ the 
opinion to which the General Council 
directly appealed—on the side of those who 
not only said “ Never again,” but framed 
the measure which gave legal force to the 
common judgment, 

Nevertheless, official trade unionism has 
persisted in the demand for the cancella- 
tion.of the Act which put a limit, in the 
pane interest, to the right to strike. It 

as at last prevailed with a Labour 
Government,. and. an amending bill is 
presented by the Attorney-General, and 
supported by the Prime Minister, Mr.

INSPECTOR'S REPORT

MR. MULCAHY'S LETTER TO 
COUNCIL, 


R. J. MacLYSAGHT, who held a 

sworn inguiry into. the matter on 

Wednesday last, in the course of his report 
to the Minister, stated: 

é“ The evidence showed conclusively 
that the Council, acting with full 
knowledge, refused to give effect to the 
appointment of Miss Dunbar, a person 
recommended by the Local Appoint- 
ments Commissioners, to fill the vacant 
post of County Librarian for Mayo. 
This recommendation was made in 
accordance with the provisions of 
the Local Authorities (Officers and 
Employés) Act, 1926. The Council, 
therefore, had no functions in this 
matter other than to invite Miss 
Dunbar to take up duty. In refusing 
to do so the Council has failed to give 
effect to a statutory duty.” 


MINISTER’S LETTER. 


Mr. FE. P. McCarron, Secretary to the 
Ministry for Local Government, writing to 
the Secretary of the Mayo County Council, 
forwarded a copy of the inspector’s report, 
and called attention to the conclusions. 
The letter proceeded : 

“ The Minister, for his part, is advised 
that upon him rests the statutory duty of 
ensuring that due effect is given to the re- 
commendation of the Local Appointments 
Commissioners. Since the inception of the 
Act nearly 1,000 recommendations have 
been made by the Appointments Commis- 
sioners, and in all cases the local authority 
concerned has appointed the person regetn- 
mended, where such person was willing to 
accept the appointment. 

“In the matter of the appointment now 
in issue the true position of the Mayo 
County Council as regards the post of 
Librarian has become somewhat obscured 
by uninformed public criticism, relevant in 
no way to the recorded decisions of the 
Council or of the Council’s' Éibrary Com- 
mittee. The functions of the Minister 
arise directly from the decision of the 
Council taken at their meeting of the 6th 
instant, as follows: ‘ That the minutes of 
the proceedings of the Mayo County 
Library Committee; at their meeting on 


the Irish language is forthcoming.’ 

‘* When formal application was made by 
the Council that the Local Appointments 
Commissioners should make a recom- 
mendation to the vacant post of librarian, 
the usual query, ‘Is a competent know- 
ledge of oral Irish considered essential ?” 
was answered by the Council: ‘ The pro- 
virions of the Local Offices ind Empicy 
ments (Gaeltacht) Order, 1928, shíl 
apply‘ This means (Article 3 of uhe 
Order) that persons without a competent 
knowledge on appoinment must re- 
linguith their  positic ' if within 
three years they fail acquire a 
knowledge adequate to enable th-m 
to perform their duties through hea 
medium of the language. The Local Ap- 
pointments Commissioners, in making 
their recommendation, informed the 
Council ‘ that, as no suitable applicant 
with a competent knowledge of Irish was 
forthcoming, the recommendation is 
governed by the Local Offices and Employ- 
ments (Gaeltacht) Order, 1928.’ 


NO VALID REASON. 


“The Minister should not be expected to 
take cognisance of matters or considera- 
tions other than those specifically contained 
in the authenticated minutes of the local 
authority. For that reason he wishes every 
member of the County Council to under- 
stand clearly that the wishes of the 
Council, as regards the Irish language, 
have been explicitly complied with, and 
that the Council or the Library Committee 
have not placed on official record any valid 
reason whatever for declining to make the 
appointment. 

“The trecommendation of the Local 
Appointments Commissioners was made 
over four months ago, and the delay which 
has already occurred in appointing Miss 
Dunbar to the position to which she is 
legally entitled 1s unreasonable. Apart 
from that consideration, members of the 
Council are placing themselves needlessly 
in the invidious position of assuming 
personal pecuniary responsibilities. This 
was properly pointed out by the Secretary 
of the County Council at the meeting on 
the 6th instant. 


DECISION DEFERRED. | 


“In all other respects the County Council, 
since election, have administered faithfully 
the laws of the Oireachtas. For that 
reason, and because, as already indicated, 
of the possibility that some doubt remains 
as to the true facts, the Minister considers 
the Council are entitled to a further oppor- 
tunity of considering the matter. 

‘‘T am, accordingly, to say that a final 
decision will not be taken until the 1st 
January.

Croke Park, severely taxed week-in, week- 
out since February, is being rested for a brief 
session of four weeks. In mid-January the 
Dublin League’s open and three inter- 
divisional matches in the National Football 
League ( two semi-finals and. final) remain 
to be played.

Punctually. That in itself was a sound 
achievement, with thirty-two counties partici- 
pating. County Committees, Provincial 
Coun us and the Central Executive con- 
tributed. equally to this happy result. The 
Nationa! Leagues were an improvement on 
4st year's competitions, without having the 
desired effect of keeping the weaker counties 
een. Many, having lost early points, sent 
Sut weak teams, and some retired from com- 
petition. Serious notice must be taken of such 
practices, if the status of the Leagues is to be 
Maintained : 

_ The standard of hurling and football was 
decidediy below 1928 and 1 A wet season, 
difficulty of regular training, heavy pitches, a 
lagzard harvest, and, in the Midlands, 
‘migration, were to some extent responsible.

OBJECTIONS, 

Objections, though showing a welcome de- 
crease, are still abnormal, and much bitter- 
ness was aroused by petty objections which 
went from council to council with unsatisfac- 
tory results. Near the year’s end, too, there 
was much ruffling of tempers, and referees 
had unpleasant duties to perform. Never 
reaching dangerous proportions, these 
** incidents ”’ nas a reactionary effect. 
Recent years have seen a wonderful 
advance in discipline, but there was a 
faint suggestion of a retrogression recently. 
Rigid refereeing and summary punishment 
will minimise irregularities, though it is too 
much to expect perfection in exciting 
struggles where so much is involved. 

Some years ago the standard weight of the 
hurling ball was reduced from 7 to 5 ozs.,, 
with a corresponding decrease in circumfer- 
ence. The intention was to make the game 
faster and more spectacular, A natural re- 
sult was thet hurdlors sought a lighter caman 
to suit the lighter ball, and an implement 
which could be used more swiftly and dex- 
terously. In practice the lighter ball and ash 
have brought an unwelcome change in the 
game, which is much regretted by the older 
school of players and hurling enthusiasts, Í 
refer to the growing tendency for “ picking ”’ 
the ball and unnecessary handling. Few of 
our present “ stars ” can hit one of those true 
long ground balls, whether in defence or at- 
tack, that were a feature of the game fifteen 
years ago. Men like the Graces, the Glec- 
sons, Scanlons, Coughlans, Mahers, Doyles, 
Buckleys, and Leahys, could race into a 
ground ball, meet or double it on the sod 
with equal freedom and accuracy from ieit 
and right hands. What player can do so tc- 
day? The object seems to be to get the ball 
up to the hand for spectacular overhead 
work, which usually ends in dispossession, 
though the player is flattered if he gets one 
in five goalwards, Frequent fouls are the re- 
sult of such unnecessary picking and hand- 
ling, whilst the old art of sound ground 
hurling, which should be the basis of the 
game, is all but lost, 

Whilst the schools and colleges have been 
doing very well, they, too, are following the 
nev’ cult, and the e needs some solid 
stern coaches, who will teach’ the young idea 
to perfect their ground hitting before attempt- 
ing the more attractive, but unsound hand- 
ling, now so much in evidence,

Apart from pipe and tile drainage, the 
cost of which no map ng, Poe egebow pa land 
will stand to-day, the best and cheapest 
alternative system on suitable land is un- 
doubtedly ton draining. Mole draining con- 
sists in making a drain by drawing through 
the soil at the roquisite depth and parallel 
to, or slightly aslant from, the surface a 
plug of lead or iron like a pointed shot, 
and so providing @ means whereby water 
flows away into the main drains. 
FOR HEAVY SOILS. 

This method can only be used with success 
on heavy soils, such as heavy and fairly heavy 
loams, and on clays, artificial mole 
compresses the sticky earth into the form ol 
tubes, and the stouter the resistance of the 
soil the stronger will be the walls of the 
drains, In working in heavy clay, there- 
fore, the drains pressed Out by the mole, if 
the work is done at the right time, will be 
stiffer and will last longer than if made in 
loam; but then the water will not get so 
readily into the clay land drains as it will 
into those of ‘the loam, so that they should 
not be so deep in clay and rather nearer
